A new age had dawned upon us while those who were attempting to 
lead us were stumbling along with their heads over their shoulders, intent 
upon preserving the conditions of a day that is gone. America had chang- 
ed and the whole world had changed. Our commerce and industry had 
grown to such a bulk that the domestic markets of which our former lead- 
ers were always so solicitious were gutted and we were bound, unless we 
were to burst our jacket, to find a free outlet into the market of the world. 
The time had come when our commerce needed freedom and would be throt- 
tled by further restraints. We had acquired foreign possessions, had been 
drawn into the politics of the world, had begun to play a part which could 
not be played by provincials but must be played by citizens of the great 
world of nations. And yet we had not altered our policy or our point of 
view. 
The great European war has served at least to show us this one

These 
are 
concrete examples of 
flagrant 


abuses to the farmer and they should 
be corrected. No body should be al- 
lowed to sell under a severe penalty 
of the law except as he represents. 
Just how we could legislate to pre- 
vent a stock concern in another state 
selling fraudulently in Pennsylvania 
is a question to be solved but it can 
be solved and should be solved 


T consider these frauds the great- 
est interference to progressive farm- 
ing so far as the general public is 
concerned and should be corrected 
by the companies filing of bonds of 
faithful performance of their agents 
in this State and hold all agents and 
bondsmen liable to the extent of the 
proven damage.

other enlightened nations have done, and make courts o£ justice out of our 
courts of la%v. We must seek and find the means of bringing capital and 
labor to a clear understanding of their common interests, which are no 
other than the interests of the nation itself as a community. We must re- 
lease our great undeveloped natural resources upon some sensible plan of 
use and conservation. We must recruit the votes of forwardlooking men by 
the votes of women so that we may have a fresh insight in all matters of 
social reform and move more certainly and more promptly in the solution 
of the many new problems of society with which the law must hencsforth 
deal. We must unite the Americas, North and South, in a new sympathy 
and cooperation. We must seek justice and the right through every chan- 
nel that offers; and we must put America in all its force, in ajl its wealth, 
alike of physical power and spiritual enthusiasm, at the service of the other 
nations of the world when peace comes on the other side of the seas, to 
make that peace permanent by establishing it on the everlasting founda- 
tions of right, cooperation, equality and justice. These things we must do 
and all else that may serve mankind. 
And our motto must be "COOPERATION," the union, not the hostile 


rivalry, of the forces of society within the nation and within the family ot 
nations.

Today Re- 
publicans complain that Hughes is a 
poor campaigner, that lip is not mag- 
netic; some also fear Roosevelt will 
be a liability, not an asset. They 
end by saying: "This is not going to 
be a walkover." 
On the other hand, 
Democrats and Independents are now 
sure of Wilson's election. This very 
evening all indications point to his 
success. 
This conclusion is not based upon 
sentiment, nor is the wish father to 
my thought. 
During each campaign 
since that of '84, I had the good luck* 
to pick out the winner weeks ahead, 
but never before was I so sure of the 
outcome as this year.

- A prominent Wiscon- 
sin man told me yesterday that Hugh 
es lost many votes in Wisconsin by 
his Louisville speech which was 
QUITE different from his Milwaukee 
speech. Furthermore, 
all the Ger- 
luen-Americans are not loyal to Ger- 
many. Even Prof. Munsterberg, who 
ought to know, deplored that fact, 
much to our 
delight and to their 
credit. We do not need to be remind 
ed that the overwhelming majority 
of citizens of Teuton origin have al- 
ways been loyal Americans. 
The Suffrage States will give a 
good account of themselves. No 
mother, wife, sister, sweetheart, or 
daughter wants to see her beloved 
one ft the front. 
The farmer who usually is a Re- 
publican was never so prosperous as 
now. 
Can he be craving for a 
change' 


The voter should be warned daily 
to let well enough alone. He is en- 
joying peace and unprecedented pros- 
perity, and should not drop his tried 
pilot for a tyro at the bidding of the 
"outs." 
The business interests of the Na- 


tion will not suffer by Wilson's re- 
election as some foolish, orprejudic- 
ed, or designing self-appointed seers 
proclaim.

E. C Benedict, the late President 


Cleveland's closest friend, who has 
not always been a Wilson man, an- 
nounced his support of President Wil- 
son today. In a letter to the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, Commo- 
dore Benedict says:

The one 
dominant feature of the campaign is 
peace and prosperity, resulting from 
Mr. Wilson's wise and stubborn ad- 
herence to efforts to maintain it -in 
this country at all hazards."
